A PROCLAMATION 


For providing Magazines of Corns, Hay and Straw, to 1 heir Majeſties Troops. 


\ILLIAM andMAR Y, by the Grace of GOD, King and Queen of Great-Britain, Franceand Leland, 
Defenders of the Faith; To Our Lovits, | 
Macers of Our Privy Council, Meſſengers at Arms, Our Sheriffs in that 

part, conjundly and ſeverally, ſpecially Conſtitute, Greeting « We taking into Our Royal Confidera- 
tion, the great and many Inconveniencies, which Our Troops, as well as the Countrey, do, or may 
ſuſtain, in caſe Proviſions and Stores of Corn, Hay and Straw, be not timouſly andorderly made, at the 

reſpeQive Burghs and Places, where Our Forces ſhall be Quartered. Tyerefore We, with the Advice of 


the Lords of Our privy Council, R-quire and Command, the Commitizoners of Supply, orthe plurality 
of ſuch of them as ſhall conveen , conform to the 6th vd4F, 3d Seff, of Our firſt Parl. within the ſeveral Shires, where any of 
the Troops of Our Forces Horſe, or Dragoons ſhall happen to be Quartered, to meet each firſt, and third T»e/days of e- 
very Moneth,during the continuance of the Forces in the ſaids Shires, and to appoint reaſonable prices of Corns, Hay, and 
Straw, at which the ſame ſhall be ſold and furniſhed And We with Adviceforeſaid, Require and Command the ſaids Com- 
miſſioners, to Ordainthe Colle&ors of Supply, within the ſeveral Shires of this Kingdom, upon a competent allowance for 
their pains, to provide, buy up, and furmiſh, wherethey can beſt have it for ready Money, (to be payed by them out of the 

. Ceſs of the aids ſhires, received by the ſaid ColleQor ) ſufficient Magazins of Corn, Hay, and Straw, for the ſpace of four- 
teen dayes, at the (everal Burghs of the ſaids Shires, for the number of Hcrles quartered, or to bequartered uponthem, and 
in the preſent Service of the faids Officers, Troopers, or Dragoons themſelves 3 with Certification, that ifany Horſe not 
preſently in their Service, ſhall be intertained upon the ſaid Magazin, the Horſeſhall be Confiicat, and the Officer, Trooper} 
or Dragoon, in whoſe Name he is intertained, ſhal be Caſhired, and turned out of the ſaid Troop, and fo from time to 
time, during the continuance of their Quarters at that place» And We Declare, That what Provifions have been, or 
ſhall be furniſhed by the (aids ColleCtors, forth of the foreſaids Magazines, tothe Othcers or others of Our Forces, and ſhall 
be unpayed by them, the ſame ſhall be allowed to the ſaids ColleQors, and retained by them, out of the firſt end of the 
Ceſs, due and payable by the faids Shires, conform to the Receipts thereof granted to them by any Trooper or Dragoon, or 
any of their Officers, condeſcending upon the Names of the ſaids Officers, 7 roopers,or Dragoons,and upon the Troop and Re- 
giment,to which they do belong: And the ſaids Officers are hereby Required from time to time,to call ſuch of their ſaidsTroopers 
as cannot Write,. before themſelyes, and in their Names grant Receipts tothe ColleAor for what hath been or ſhall be 
delivered by him to them our of the faids Magazines, under the Certification above-written. And We, with Advice fore- 
faid, Do hereby peremptorly Command and Require, the General Receivers of the Ceſs and Supply, to allow to the Cols 
leors foreſaids, what ſhall be inſtructed to be given out by them in the terms above-weitten, in the tirſt end of the Cefs and 
Supply of the Shire, where the faids Proviſions have been, or ſhall be made, and to receive the ſaids Receipts from the Col- 
leors in the ſeveral Shires, as ſufficient exoneration to them of the Ceſs of the Shire pro #ato, and only Order Quartering 
for what ſhall be reſting by the aids Shires, aſter the ſaids Magazines and Provifions are allowed, under the pain of being 
deprived of their Offices as General Receivers in all time coming, and the Premifl.s to be obſerved as the Rule of providing, 
and furniſhing ſuch of Our Forces,as are upon the Scots Eſtabliſhment z and as to theſe of Our Forces which are upon the E#- 
gliſþ Pay, We with Adviceforeſaid, Ordain the ColleRors forcſaidsof the reſpeRive Shires, to furniſh them forth of the ſaids 
Magazines, upon their making payment by ready Money for what they ſhall receive at the reaſonable prices foreſaids, to be ſet 
down or appointed by Our ſaids Commiffioners of Supply in the ſeveral Shires, as ſaid is,and no otherwiſe. ' And to the effe& 
Our Pleaſure in the Premifſes may be known, Our Will is herefore, and We Charge you ſtraitly and Command, that in- 
continent, theſe Our Lettersſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, and to the Mercat-Crofles of the whole remanent 
Head- Burghs of the ſeveral Shires within this Kingdom , and there, in Our Name and Authority, by open Proclamation} 
make Publication of the Premiſſes, that none may-pretend ignorance, as ye will anſwer to Us thereupon , The whichtodo, 
We commit to you, conjunRlly and ſeverally, Our full Power, by theſe Preſents delivering them-by you, duly Execute, and 
Indorſed again-to the bearer. 25 TE
